World Fair Site Soil Conservation 


London’s Chore |2ver Coffee County 


Hyde Park, Scene of First 
Show in Crystal! Palace 
In 1851, Is Bared. 


LONDON.—London's Hyde Park, 
in which the first Interhational Ex- 
hibition was held in 1851, will not 
b. the site of the great World's fair 
planned for 1951, the governrnent 
has announced, mainly because it 
is London’s largest ‘‘lung’' and the 
buildings would ruin the park for 
at least three years, says the New 
York Times, 

Large blitzed areas in the metrop- 
olis are being considered as alter- 
natives, but selection of a site is 
perplexing the authorities as there 
is no vacant land large enough to 
concentrate what is designed to sur- 
pass any previous international 
event of the same character. There 
is talk of spreading the structures 
over bomb-wrecked areas on both 
sides of the Thames in the vicinity 
of Waterloo bridge. 

The fair of a century ago was 
made memorable by the Crystal 
palace, then regarded as one of the 
wonders of the world. In it, exhib- 
itors from more than 40 countries 
displayed their wares and inven- 
tions. 

Proposes Crystal Palace, 

Two hundred forty-five architec- 
tural plans, including one by the 
royal commission, of which tke 
prince consort was honorary chair- 
man were rejected when a farm- 
er’s son, Joseph Paxton, who had 
won renown as a landscape garden- 
er, came forward with the proposal 
for the Crystal palace. He had de- 
signed the plans in nine days. The 
structure was completed in seven 
months Joseph Paxton was re- 
warded with knighthood, Pessimists 
called the 600-yard-long glass pal- 
‘ce fantastic and predicted that the 
monstrous “conservatory,'’ as they 
dubbed it, would collapse before 
long under stress of wind and 
weather. Its purpose served, it was 
removed to the suburb of Sydenham, 
where if, stood until fire destroyed 
it on November 30, 1936. 


The exhibition was opened on a 
rainy morning on May 1, 1861, by 
Queen Victoria, who drove trom 
Buckingham to Hyde Park, in which 
half a mmillion of her subjects had 
crowded, In the palace were 25,000 
invited guests and tieket holders. 
Of the event Victoria wrote that 
night in her diary: 

“The great event has taken place. 
a complete and beautiful triwnph, 
a glorious and touching sight, ene 
which I shall ever be proud of for 
my beloved Albert and my countny.

During the 140 days it was open 
the exhibition was visited by more 
than 600,000 people, many coming 
from all parts of the world, A total 
of £356,000 was taken at the doors. 

After meetimg all liabilities the 
commissioners had a balance of 
£186,000, Out of it they helped to 
build the Kensington museums, the 
Royal. Albert Hall and the Prince 
Albert Memorial and endowed yalu- 
able scholarships which continue te 
this day. 

The Royal Cornmission for the ex- 
hibition of 1851 is still in existence.

Contrary to the general be- 
lief of most farmers, money 
and labor spent on soil con- 
servation is returned to the 
farmer in the form of in- 
creased yields, better lands, 
and a larger cash income. 
More proof that soil conser- 
vation pays was demonstra- 
ted the past year on the farm 
of §. O. Parker, of the Basin 
community. 

After peanuts were har- 
vested from 12 acres in one 
field last fall the land was 
planted to blue lupine. This 
practice helped control the 
erosion and no serious breaks 
occurred in the terraces dur- 
ing the heavy spring rains. 
The lupine was harvested for 
seed and produced over 1,000 
pounds per acre or a total of 
13,000 pounds. At the mar- 
ket price of 614 cents per 
pound, Mr. Parker received 
$845.00 for the sale of the 
lupine. 

Immediately following the 
lupine, Martin’s Combine va- 
riety of grain sorghum was 
planted and liberally fertil- 
ized with a complete fertili- 
zer, The sorghum yielded 
11,085 pounds of grain or an 
average of over 15 bushels 
per acre. At the present 
price the grain is valued at 
approximately $300.00, and 
the stubble and foliage was 
left on the ground to protect 
it from erosion during the 
winter 

The cash return from the 
two crops has been around 
$100.00 per acre, and this is 
not the only advantage of 
this croping system. The 
soil benefitted from the ni- 
trogen added by the lupine, 
and the addition of organic 
matter by both

Our lesson is a temperance lesson, 
and since some twist that word 
“temperance” to fit almost any kind 
of indulgence, we should like to 
quote a careful evaluation of it by 
Dr. W. R. White: 


“Temperance is a seriously mis- 
understood word, The best definition 
we know defines it as abstaining 


from that which is harmful, and 
using moderately that which is legit- 
imate. We would not advise a man 
to be moderate in teasing a rattle- 


snake. We would not tell him that 
it Is all right to steal, lie or commit 


adultery just so he is temperate 
about it, We would not tell a man 
to use dope moderately We 
could tell a man to be moderate 
about eating meat or any other 
wholesome thing.”’ 

The only way to be temperate 
about liquor is to let it alone! 

I. The Wrong Way and the Right 
Way—in the Church (T Cor. 11:20- 
27). 


There were a number of disorder- 
ly things about the Corinthian 
church which needed correction. One 
of these concerned the Lord’s Sup- 
per. A time which should have giv- 
en them a blessed unity in fellow- 
ship and love had become just the 
opposite.

Do we not still let the poor in 
our midst shift pretty well for them- 
selves? The rich flaunt their affluence 
and let the poor get along on their 
crust of bread. The church needs 
to renew its scriptural appreciation 
of what fellowship and communion 
really means. 

Il. The Wrong Way and the Right 
Way—in the Community (Rom. 13: 
13, 14). 

This chapter of the epistle to the 
Romane concerns the right behavior 
of the believer in his civic relation- 
ships. He is a citizen of heaven, 
but he is also a citizen of the com- 
munity in which he lives. 

The use of intoxicants which a 
generation ago was a shameful 
thing is now generally accepted. The 
home in which liquor was served 
was a disgrace; now ‘cocktail’ is 
one of the first words children learn, 

What is the explanation? Is liquor 
any less destructive and demoral- 
izing? Certainly not! Is it then 
true that people are more candid 
and open about what they do? No, 
it is rather that moral standards 
have slipped to the point where’ they 
are no longer ashamed when they 
should be, if they thought straight! 
“Along with the liquor go all the 
things enumerated in verse 13. Oh, 
the awful depth of sex degradation, 
of plain ordinary indecency and dis- 
honesty, of strife and envy, It is 
not a nice picture, but it is true 

The right way is found in verse 
14. It was reading these two verses 
in his mother’s open Bible that led 
Augustine to Christ, He saw and 
took the right way. Will others do 
likewise? 

Ill. The Wrong Way and the Right 
Way—in the Heart (Eph, 5:18-21). 

This is a personal matter, The 
man or woman who finds satisfac- 
tion in wine wants the overcoming 
power of the narcotic influence to 
take away the sense of respousibil- 
ity for life. It is a weak and hope- 
less way to avoid facing reality. 

The right way is to let the Holy 
Spirit take full control of the heart 
and life. This is to be an experience 
ef complete surrender, being ‘‘filled 
with the Spirit." 

Does life then become drab and 
uninteresting? No, indeed! For the 
first time you will be really joyful. 

That inevitably leads to thankful- 
ness, a grace too little known and 
practiced, It is for all things at all 
times. Do not overlook that fact, 
Then too there will be a delightful 
attitude of consideration and re- 
spect fer one another (v. 21) and 
of devotion to God.

SERIOUS LEAD SHORTAGE FORCES MOTOR- 
ISTS TO EXTEND BATTERY LIFE 


A shortage of Automobile Batteries, likely to be 
felt keenly over the nation as severe cold weather 
sets in, dictates that car owners conserve to the ut- 

most in use of their batteries and go to more than 

: normal pains to keep them in service, accordng to 
M, 8. St. Aubin, director of the service section of 
General Motors. 

“There is no way to make a new battery out of 
an old one, but batteries can be made to last longer 

if proper care is given them,” said Mr. St. Aubin. 

The seriousness of the situation traces back to 
a lead shoriage, which has been pronounced in the 

automotive industry for many months. — To avoid 

battery trouble, and possible loss of use of a car be- 
cause a new battery may not be available, we offer 
the following suggestions: : 

1. Have the baitery case examined for cracks 
and leaks ut the top where the cells are sealed. Test 
the battery for charge—if necessary, have the bat- 
tery brougit up to full charge, (Even a fully charg- 
ed battery has only 40 per cent of its energy avail- 

able at zero temperature.) 

_ 2. Make sure that the battery cables are not 
corroded or frayed and the insulation is not eaten 
away. 

4 2. Have the generator inspected to be sure 
that 1t will be able to furnish sufficient current to 

keep the battery fully charged. 

4. To reduce the battery current required to 
start the car, have the spark plugs cleaned and the 
gaps set to specifications. The spark plugs’ wires 

should be inspected . 

5, Distributor points that are pitted and burn- 
ed will use more battery energy also. They should 
be filed or replaced and adjusted. 

6. Remove excessive drag in the éngine and 
transmission by changing the oil and grease to the 
proper winter grade. 

7. Practice starting the car with the clutch 
disencaged so that the. battery won’t have to turn 
the gears in the transmission as well as the engine. 

‘8. When starting the car make sure the head- 
lights are off as they draw between 35 to 40 watts 
of energy. which the battery must furnish. 

9, Finally, it
